I am today forwarding you by express the Coin Collection which 
you can deliver at your convenience to the American Numismatic Society 
taking their receipt as enclosed herewith when the delivery is made. 
The contents of the express package are two wooden boxes and one tin 
box containing coins and four books which may perhaps be of interest 
to the Society. 

In addition to the contents of the tin box as received from 
the apartment I have also placed an envelope containing fractional cur- 
rency of the United States and a variety of stamps and also a package 
wrapped in white paper which was in the safe deposit box and is marked 
on the outside in Miss Barrington's own handwriting as containing coins 
belonging to her collection.

I am unable to find any key for 
the other wooden box nor did I find any key to lock the tin box. 

In connection with the delivery of the collection will you 
kindly ask the Society to advise you or me as to their reasonable es- 
timate of the value of the collection. This is desired so that we 
may correct any erroneous impression which I have about it when the time 
comes for the audit of the federal tax. A different valuation from the 
one we have adopted would not affect the tax in any way but I should 
like to have it for the sake of accuracy. Gifts to the Society are 


exempt from taxation as they are regarded as an educational organization.
